Many have a conf used notion that the 


standard time so much spoken ot in the 
papers means a change in the notation o 
time on the dials of time-pieces, making 
them register up to twenty-four for o 
complete day instead of half a day or 12 
hours. This has been in use for a yea 
past by one or two railroads in the east 
and it will unquestionably eventually be 
the universal rule. It seems a little awk 
ward to talk of thirteen o'clock or twenty 
four o'clock, but it is simpler and less 
liable to error than to speak of 1 o'clock 
or 12 o'clock p, m. or a. m. The presen' 
system is purely arbitrary, and there is no 
intrinsic fitness for its use. But people 
are loth to surrender any familiar bubii 
or custom, and it may be a good while 
before this sensible mode of annotation 
is accepted. It involves considerable ex- 
pense in adapting watches and clocks to 
it.

TOM BUSSELL'S DAY: 


The Way He Figures in the Burns 


Case—He Talks to a 


Reporter. 


Attorney Forrest at St. Elmo—Morgan's 


Tneory. 


Prom Wednesday's Daily. 


The people about Lincoln don't take 


much stock in the charge against Thomas 
P. Russell, of Decatur, and those who got 
scooped in the matter, particularly the 
officers, are inclined to make light of the 
efforts of Major Larison and of the the- 
ory entertained by him and Attorney 
Forrest. Tom is not John W. Hunter. 
While at Bloomington Russell was inter- 
viewed in the jail by a reporter, and this 
is what the newspaper man wrote about 
Tom: "Rnseell does not lose much sleep 
because of his arrest and he is always 
ready for his rations. It is quite amus- 
ing to him to think that the officers imag- 
ine that he is the John W. Hunter, of 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa. He said to a reporter 
yesterday that he had never assumed nor 
acted under the name of Hunter. He 
said that he had made a few 'breaks, 
though in a jovial macper, and it was 
probably this foolishness that caused his 
nrrest. His name he said was Thomas 
Russell, and his home was three miles 
from Decatur. 
After the Mt. Pulaski 


murder he did do some detective work, 
hoping to ferret out the criminals; and 
after the Zura Burns murder he went to 
Lincoln and worked the case like other 
detectives. 'I had no more to do with 
the crime,' said he, 'than you had; nor do 
I know anything about where the missing 
articles, Zura's hat, gossamer and satchel, 
are. I did not write from Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, nor have I been there. They have 
got nothing against me, and they will be 
obliged to let me go. Wheu I was arrest- 
ed I did say to Larison, just to hear what 
he would say, that I knew he had arrested 
me for the Lincoln murder, and I would 
give him 8200 to let me go; and when I 
said this I only had forty cents in my 
pocket.' " 


MRS. CARPENTER DIDN'T KNOW HIM. 


Mrs. KobeooH J Carpenter, the Docatur wit- 


ness, was seen this forenoon by aREPoui/iCAN 
reporter. She had heard of the arrest of Rus- 
soll. She claims not to know any such man as 
Tom Russell, J. W. Hunter, or Vance, but be- 
jevos that the man Hunter, whoever he may 
Drove to be, knows something about the case, 
and will eventually tell It. She tola tho repor- 
ter that at no time has she thought tWt O. A. 
larpenlor personally killed Zura, but she be- 
loves he conceived the crime and employed 
parties to do the deed.. 


Mrs. Carpenter further stated that Mends 


md told her that detectives in tho employ of 
Carpenter had accused her ol' murdering Zura 
3urns. She said this was a great wrong: to her, 
'or she could prove by several responsible 
mi-ties that she was at her homo in Decatur 
he Sunday niyht that Zura had her throat 
out.

:erviewed B. F. Rixwinkle, a clerk, who 
sold Zura crimped hair-pins a day or two 
before she went to Lincoln. Forrest pro- 
duced some hair-pins and requested Rix- 
winkle to examine them closely. He did 
so and found them to be exactly similar 
;o those he had sold Znra. Forrest said 
;he pins were identical with the one 
lound in Carpentoi'a buggy. When placed 
tinder the microscope they boie a still 
more striking similarity, Every crirnp- 
'ng machine according to Forrest, makes 
.1 mark peculiar toilself, and although he 
lad compared the pins bought at St. Elmo 
and the one found in Carpenter's buggy 
with all he could find in Lincoln and 
other towns, none resembled them. 


OAHPENTER'S WEALTH. 


Mr. Forrest says Caipenter's wealth has 


)een greatly overestimated; that he is not 
worth over $13,000, and that he hns been 
obliged to mortgage a part of his land to 
raise money to get him out of this trouble. 
~fc is not unlikely that Rixwinkle will be 
nmmone'd to Lincoln to testify when 
Jarpenter's trial comes off in January. 


THE DEFENSE. 


Detectives have been in and about this 


city during the past six weeks, working 
n the interest of both Carpenter and the 
people. H. B. Morgan, Carpenter's de- 
eotive, is investigating on the thesry 
hat a man accompanied Zura Burns from 
his place to Lincoln, where he killed her 
or money supposed to have been given 
ler by Carpenter.

The Manner of His Capture In Chicago— 


Brought Back Chained to Another 
Prisoner. 


From ZTiunddk'i .Dotty. 


The REPUBLICAN last evening announc- 


ed that J. W. Orth, the dnde clerk, had 
been arrested at Chicago for stealing from 
his employers, Linn £ Scruggs. Marshal 
Mason caught him easy, though of course 
it took some cool head work to nab the 
alleged crook. Orth had told Park Ham- 
mer to send his $100 from Millikin's 
bank to the Choates Honse, Chicago. 
The request was made Sunday afternoon 
before Orth's little chat with Mr. Linn at 
the St. Nicholas Hotel. Orth's sudden 
flight prevented him from seeing Hammer 
again, and so, after he got away, the clerk 
naturally drifted to Chicago to get his 
hand on the money that he believed 
would be forwarded to him. Mason heard 
of the an-angament, and he had a letter 
addressed to Orth's brother in care of the 
Choates Honse. He went to Chicago on 
the same tram that carried the letter. 
Arriving there he conferred with Mandel 
Bros, by whom the Chicago Orth is 
employed, and Detective Hartman was 
called in to bhadow the floor-walker. The 
latter went to the Choates House, found 
the lebler, and then went direct to the 
Fiek House and handed the epistle to J. 
W. Orth, who was at once taken in custo- 
dy by tha detective, to whom Marshal 
Maaon had handed tha warrant. The 
prisoner was token to the Harrison street 
station, and there kept in jail from Tues- 
day forenoon until Wednesday morning. 
He had a revolver, a pair of knnoks, and 
about $25 in cash on his person. 


ANOTHEB OAITWItE 


Detective Imboden, of the Wobash, ac- 


companied Mason to Chicago; and after 
Orth was jugged, they started out to look 
for one Tobias Kinder, a party charged 
with breaking open a Wabash car. He 
was formerly a Wabash freight conductor 
on the Chicago Division, and made his 
home at Monticello. He is said to have 
been at the head of a gang of car-break- 
ers. Kinder was found by Mason, who 
placed him under arrest. 


KETUBN TO DEOATUB. 


As a matter of safety, Orth andKmder— 


the former faultlessly attired, and the lat- 
ter not so nobbily dressed—were chained 
together with a pair of handcuffs, and 
both were safely lodged in "the county 
]ail last evening at about 4 o'clock, Orth 
taking the cell vacated by J. J. Baedig. 
The prisoners in the jail gave Orth a 
warm reception. While he was in the jail 
office submitting to the search of his per- 
son, the boys inside cried out, "Bring in 
the dude! Bring in the dude!" But they 
didn't keep it up long. At the depot 
there was quite a crowd of curious people 
who had turned out to witness the arrival 
of themarahal and his celebrated prisoner. 


Orth has stated that after he left Deca- 


tur Sunday night he walked to Boody 
where he got on a freight train and rode 
to Blue Mound. He remained thereun- 
til a 'passenger train came along, and 
"went to Mitchell, near Bridge Junction; 
where" he boarded a Chicago 
w& Alton 


ffain, and* arrived 'in Chicago Monday 
evening about 12 hours ahead of Marshal 
Mason, the latter arriving there Tuesday 
morning.

The grand jury which is now in session 


will no doubt indict Orth tor stealing, so 
he will escape the annoyance of a prelim- 
inary hearing before a justice. He re- 
fuses to converse with anvona about his 
trouble. He has had a conference with 
Mr. Buckingham, who will defend him 
at the trial, 


Orth has lived in Decatar about a year, 


and during that time has been in the em- 
ploy of Linn & Scruggs.

EUREKA COLLE8K. 


Ita Proposed Removal to Decatur. 


Front Tuadai/t Doflv. 


A largely attended meeting was held at 


the rooms of the Decatur Club last even- 
ing, for the purpose of considering the 
removal of Eureka College to this place. 
A committee had been previously appoint- 
ed by the club, to act in conjunction with 
another committee upon the part ol the 
Christian church, and these committees 
had arranged for a conference with Pres- 
ident Allen and a portion of the board of 
trustees of the college. Of the latter 
there were present Mr. Peter Whitmer, of 
Bloomington, and Dr. Moifett and Mr. 
Darst, of Eureka, the lasi named being 
the president of the board. Mr. E. A. 
Gastman was chosen president of the 
meeting and B. O. McKeynolds acted as 
secretary. President Allan first spoke ot 
the college, its present location, the 
strength of the denomination from which 
its chief support came, end gave much in- 
formation concerning the objec-ts and 
aims of the school He was followed by 
Mr. Whitmer who gave his views of the 
benefits to be derived from such an insti- 
tution by the city in which it was located, 
and spoke in complimentary terms of the 
advantages possessed by Decatur for be- 
coming the seat of the college. Mr. 
Darst was called on for a speech, but de- 
clined, Buying that he came to listen and 
not to talk. Speeches were then made by 
Messrs. J. C. Lake, John Ullrich, W. H' 
Linn, E. A. Gastman, B. K! Dnrfee. W. 
E. Nelson and L. Burrows, all of whom 
testified to the interest of our people in 
tb-a project,and expressing their belief that 
the citizens would render to it any rea- 
sonable aid and encouragement. 
Presi- 


dent Allen said that the meeting had ac- 
complished all that he had expected, and 
all that remained now to be done was for 
the board of trustees to decide as to what 
inducements, if any, woulJ bo favorably 
considered. 
If the board was opposed 


to removal under any conditions, that 
would be an end of the matter. If, upon 
the other hand, the disposition of tho 
board was favorable to the idea oE remo- 
val, the terms upon which such removal 
might be made would be made known to 
the people of Deeatur, and. then they 
could act accordingly. The temper of 
the meeting, so fur as our citizens ex- 
pressed themselves, was decidedly in fa- 
vor of holding out every reasonable in- 
ducement to secure the location ot the 
college in Decatur.

HOFFMAN'S POSITION. 


The position taken by Mr. Hoffman is 
hus stated by the Bloomington Pania- 
irapli, which defies nearly a column to 
he services:

?or the present he said, services would be 


on Sunday evenings only at the reg- 


ular hour for church worship. This was 
lecessaryin view of the speakpr's poor 
lealth, which would not now justify his 
undertaking more than one service a day. 
[be services, he said, would be simple, 
unostentatious and sincere, intended to 
jlorify God's name and better the people. 
Ihe services were for everybody, foe the 
rich and for the poor, for the professional 
man and for the mechanic, in short, for 
all. He had declined peremptorily to ac- 
cept » fixed salary for his services although 
lie friends had offered to secure a very 
generous amount. He did not wish any- 
>ne to be put under financial obligations 
;o him. 
He had, however, consented to 


accept the basket—collections which were 
set apart for his support. The poor, he 
said, would be especially welcome to tbe 
services. He would hold himself in readi- 
ness to answer to all calls to visit the sick 
or afflcted at any hour of the day or nicht, 
and he most devoutly wished and prayed 
that he might be of service. If he could 
make life more bright to any he would be 
fully paid. This pulpit, Mr. Hoffman 
said, would be free. It would not be 
bound. He would discuss questions of 
practical Christianity rather than theology 
and would include all topics that touch 
on human life. Having concluded these 
explanatory remarks, which were read 
from manuscript, and in which all refer- 
ence to past troubles was carefully avoid- 
ed, Mr. Hoffman proceeded to deliver his 
sermon from 
the text, "Our Father," 


being the first two words of the Lord's 
Prayer.

An English Protectionist. 


In Wool and Textile Fabrics (Lon- 


don) we find the following notice of 
the Fair Trade Conference at Leam- 
ington, which is of interest as stat- 
ing forcibly the views of M. Ecroyd, 
M. P., who was elected to Parlia- 
ment on the protection issue and 
who is one of the foremost and ablest 
English protectionists: 


A conference of fair traders was 


held at Leamington on Nov. 10, un- 
der the presidency of the Earl of 
Dunraven 
There were also present 


Sir J. E. Eardley Wilmott, M, P., 
Sir Charles Mordaunt, Mr. M'lver, 
M. P., Mr. Stavely Hill, M. P., Lord 
Yarmouth, Mr. Porter (United States 
Commissioner), and numerous oth- 
ers, including many of the leading 
residents of South Warwickshire. 
Among the apologists for non-attend- 
ance, M. Ecroyd, M. P., wrote to the 
effect that the course of events is 
now more clearly than ever "demon- 
strating the truth of our principles;" 
and, added the writer, "we are in- 
deed apparently entering upon so 
serions a contraction of our great 
industries—not necessarily of our 
buying and selling and shipping 
trade—that I look for a prolonged 
and exasperated conflict between the 
two suffering parties—masters and 
workmen—as to who shall sustain 
the first and heaviest share of the 
common loss.

social effects will, I fear, be lament- 
abfe in the extreme. Fair-traders 
would counsel them instead to join

"The 
old rebel yell" is a term of reproach 
not often heard from Democratic 
lips, and, in fact, Democratic ears 
have been quite indifferent to' it, but 
the bitter contest over the Speaker- 
ship and its sectional result and 
bearings, have seemed to sharpen 
the average Bourbon intelligence

"The election of Carlisle," 
said a prominent Democrat in Wash- 
ington on Monday, "means that the 
Democrats in the South through the 
folly and greediness of their friends 
in Congress, intend to make a pres- 
ent of New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut to the Republicans in 
1884." It seems that even the Car- 
lisle men in the hour of victory were 
a little frightened themselves, and 
hence the really mild and conserva- 
tive speech of the SpeaKer-elect upon 
taking the chair. 


We think that, in the figurative 


sense in which the .Randall Demo- 
crats used the term, the country is 
destined to hear "the rebel yell" a 
number of times before, the present 
session of Congress comes to an end. 
The Democrats are in the ascendency 
in the House, and the South rules 
the Democratic party. Why should 
it not assert its power, and dictate 
the action and policy of the, party, 
as it did of yore?
